THE SILVER QUESTION.

The Statist of the-7th wht. has the following’

Greater interest has been taken in the silver 
market this week than for some time past 
im consequence of the Mestage of President 
Roogovelt to Congress recommending that the 
Executive te given powera.to lend tho support 
ofthe United States in auch a mannor ond in 
such odegree as the President may deem expe- 
dient to. the purposes of the Governments of 
Mexicd ‘and China, which have ssked for tho 
co-oy eration of the United States in such mon- 
sures as may tend to restora and maintain the 
fixed: relationehip betwoen the monies of gold 
and silver conntries. The interest in the 
Measure, was increased ty the statement that 
the United States Government intends te submit 
to Congress a proposal for the appointment of 
a Commission’ of three financial experts to 
reprosent the United. States in an international 
monetary conference on tho lines indicated by 
Moxioo ond China or in any direct consultations 
with other Powers or in fact in any kind of intor- 
national exchange of siowd which promises to bo 
snecessful, At first these statements stimulated 
the silver market and the price of the motal 
advanced from. 213d. to 22),d. Bat upon 
subsequent reflection tho market has placed 5 
more accurate interpretation upon the matter 
ond tho price reacted to 2ljd. At this figure 
India come in to buy and the price hes again 
recovered to 22d, It will be evident that no 
serious importance can be attached’ to Mr.
